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Martha Toth retires from school board after 25 yrs. of service

The Van Buren Public Schools Board of 
Education will be looking for a volunteer 
to serve out the final weeks of board vice 
president Martha Toth’s term. 

After 25 years on the school board, Toth 
did not run for reelection in the Nov. 8 
election and has decided to leave before 
her term is up in order to move to the 
Seattle area. 

Toth said she and her sister, both widows, 
bought a condo together a year ago and Toth 
is getting her house in order in Haggerty 
subdivision so she can move very soon. 

At Monday’s meeting, expected to be 
Toth’s last, school board president Brent 
Mikulski said Toth had not yet officially 
resigned, but as soon as he gets the 
resignation letter he will make available 
applications for filling her seat until Dec. 
16. 

He thanked Toth for 25 years of dedicated 
service to the Van Buren Public Schools. 

In an unscripted, from-the-heart statement 
at the end of the meeting, Toth said, “These 
schools have been a huge part of my life.” 

She recalled when her two daughters 
were small and entering school and how 
she volunteered in the classrooms and then 
lobbied the board to start the gifted and 
talented program and volunteered in that 
classroom. 

In getting ready to move, she said she 
came across the copy of a letter she wrote 
to the Belleville View in 1998 during the 
times when there was a lot of “yelling and 
rancor” at the board meetings which lasted 
until 1 or 2 in the morning. 

“It was my privilege, my honor, my joy to 
be part of the school district,” Toth said. 

At the beginning of the meeting, former 
board vice president Keith Johnston got 
up during the public comment part of the 
meeting to praise Toth’s work. 

“Thank you for your service to the 
district. You were always prepared. Always 
did your homework,” he said, wishing her 
the best in her retirement. 
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In other business at Monday’s meeting, 
the board: 

e Approved the appointment of Trustee 
Sherry Frazier as the board’s official 
delegate to the Nov. 10 Michigan 
Association of School Boards 2016 
Delegate Assembly, prior to the MASB 
Fall Conference in Detroit. Delegates will 
decide MASB’s positions on a wide variety 
of issues affecting education. “I'll proudly 
represent the Van Buren Public Schools,” 
Frazier said;

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City Council sets 6 p.m. session Oct. 3 
to hear options for street project

A special 6 p.m. work/study session will 
be held before the regular 7:30 p.m. city 
council meeting on Monday, Oct. 3, to hear 
financial options for a citywide street/road 
upgrade project. 

Mayor Kerreen Conley said this will be 
an informational meeting where the council 
and public will learn the details of bonding 
or special assessment (or both) to finance a 
wholesale upgrade of city streets, many of 
which are in dire need of repair. 

The council will discuss the various options 
during that meeting, but Mayor Conley said a 
formal meeting will be set up with the public 
in the future to present the information and 
to get public opinion. 

The work/study session was set during the 
council’s meeting on Sept. 6. Also during 
the Sept. 6 meeting, the council: 

e Accepted the only bid received for 
installing police equipment on the city’s 
new police car, now waiting at Atchinson 
Ford. Bids were requested from five local 
companies, but Priority One Emergency, 
5755 Belleville Road in Canton, was the 
only one to submit a sealed bid. The bid was 
opened at the meeting and it was $11,456. 
The estimated time frame for installation is 
one and a half weeks; 

e Approved use of the Fourth Street Square 
by Egan’s Pub for the Witches Ball on 
Friday, Oct. 21 from 7 p.m. until midnight. 
Jen Winters said they are hoping for 160 
witches; there were 120 last year. They plan 
to put up the big tent on Thursday and take 
it down Sunday. Other Booville events may 
use the tent. Winters said only women will 
be admitted until 10 p.m., “no matter who 
you identify with.” Councilwoman Kim 
Tindall voted against the event because she 
is against serving alcohol on city property; 

e Approved use of the Fourth Street Square 
by Egan’s Pub for a St. Patrick’s Day party 
on March 17,2017 from noon until midnight, 
with Councilwoman Tindall voting no. The 
big tent will go up on Thursday and come 
down Saturday; 

e Approved accounts payable for 
$276,461.78 with the following purchases 
in excess of $500: to MIOSHA $1,250 
for inspection from the general fund / fire 
department; and to Backyard Bldgs., $785 
for a storage shed from the general fund / 
fire department; 

e Heard Jeff Vernon of the Sugar Plum 
Candy Shop say his blade signs were pulled 
down by the city because the ordinance said 
they’re prohibited, but then he went to the 
Music Lakeside event and saw that it had 
blade signs. He said he believes it’s because 
the chairman of the planning commission is 
on the board of the arts council. He held up 


an Independent with a picture of the concert 
with blade flags. Vernon presented a petition 
with 53 signatures asking for the blade signs 
to be allowed for businesses. Velon Willis 
said she just opened her AAA insurance 
office in Belleville Square shopping center 
and isn’t listed on the main sign yet, so she 
put up blade sign to show people where she 
was and it, too, was pulled down by the 
city; 

e Heard Councilman Tom Fielder say the 
city has uneven enforcement of the signage 
ordinance because Building Official / 
Ordinance Officer Rick Rutherford is not 
here after 4 p.m. “Our enforcement does its 
job,” Councilman Fielder said, adding Willis 
should meet with Rutherford to find a way 
for a temporary sign. Rutherford said he had 
already passed her a note on that; 

e Heard Councilwoman Tindall say that 
she was the one who reported the Candy 
Shop’s blade sign. She said Music Lakeside 
does things on special events grounds, like 
the Strawberry Festival does. The rules 
aren’t the same. Tindall clarified that she is 
a member of the Belleville Area Council for 
the Arts and a former member of its board. 
She said the blade sign goes up when the 
music starts and comes down when it stops. 
She said comparing that to business signs 
is apples and oranges. Vernon said, “The 
city chooses to be a party town rather than 
a revenue town. Rules aren’t rules ... That’s 
what I feel you’re saying”; 

e Heard Planning Commission chairman 
Steve Jones explain that the commission 
believes sign clutter is almost a blight issue 
when you have too many signs allowed in 
a downtown. He said there has been much 
conversation on sign issues at the commission 
at three different times. Some businesses 
had two and three A-frame signs. It’s how 
to allow it, but mediate the clutter and allow 
businesses to advertise their business. He 
said, “Why that is different from special 
events, the council touched on that. They are 
two different animals ... part of the event 
themselves.” Fielder said the proposed new 
permit for special events implies the city 
manager will decide whether an event meets 
the spirit of the sign ordinance. Phil Miller 
read a copy of the sign ordinance furnished to 
him and asked if the arts council got a permit 
from Rutherford for the sign and the answer 
was no. “We weren’t asked,” Jones said. 
“You wrote the sign ordinance,” someone in 
the audience reminded Jones; and 

e Fire Chief Brian Loranger announced that 
the fire department has received a grant for 
14 air packs, got approval for a grant for fire 
hose, and will hear about a grant for turnout 
gear — a good year for grants. He said the 
selling of the old air packs will cover the 
10% required by the air pack grant.

Sumpter Police 
re-ups on body 
camera program 


It wasn’t always the case over the past 
21 years or so the Independent has been 
covering Sumpter Township, but the police 
department now is terrific. 

For instance, three years ago the 
department entered into a bodycam 
program — and officers reportedly have 
embraced the technology that is used in 
court to show what really happened no 
matter what anyone says. The Independent 
has watched the body cam footage play out 
in court and it’s irrefutable. 

On Tuesday, the Sumpter Township 
Board of Trustees approved Police Chief 
Eric Luke’s proposal to get new, updated 
body cams, since the warranties on the old 
cameras ran out two years ago and there 
have been some minor problems. 

The five-year proposal, paying yearly 
over the five years, totals about $66,000. 
That covers new equipment, warranties, 
and data storage in a cloud (evidence.com) 
for 90 days. 

“It’s just a drop in the bucket for saving 
liability,’ Chief Luke said of the cost and 
the board agreed. 

He reminded the board that Sumpter 
Township is the only police department in 
the area that has body cameras, although 
Huron Township and Romulus are working 
on getting them. We know Van Buren 
Township is studying them and Belleville 
is looking for a grant. 

Congratulations to Sumpter PD for still 
being ahead of the pack.

approved retirements of Kathy Straight, 
Food Service, after 21 years, Sept. 6; and 
Virginia McCoy, Administration, 28 years, 
Sept. 23; 

e Approved employment of parapros Jene 
Walker, Edgemont; Carol Scipione, Owen; 
Julie Eaton, Edgemont; Sparkle Fowler, 
McBride; and for Accounts Payable at 
the Administration Building, Nicole 
Beckham; 

e Heard Trustee Frazier point out again 
there were no invoices from the district’s 
attorneys, Collins & Blaha. She said last 
month the board had an executive session 
with them and they were going to go here 
and there, but there is no invoice. “We need 
a serious conversation with them,” she 
said. “Having invoices pile up could have 
an effect on our budget”; 

e Heard Trustee Frazier comment on the 
loss of 11 teachers, with eight of them for 
other employment. She said it would be 
wise to discuss what other districts have to 
draw them away. She said it doesn’t make 
sense that a tenured teacher would leave 
to start at the beginning at another district. 
She said she has heard some districts are 
paying for experience. Frazier said for 
them to leave the week before school starts 
is strange; they could have resigned a lot 
earlier. She said now Van Buren had to 
hurry around to hire people. She said the 
district needs to build consistency. “We 
want people to stay in place”; 

e Heard Human Resources Director 
Abdul Madyun say that when he gets 
resignations, he asks for a reason. “Some 
are complimentary and some are not,” he 
said, noting some were blatantly honest. 
He said he was at a meeting at Wayne 
RESA and found everyone was expressing 
the same problem: “Someone offers more 
money and they jump ship.” Also, he said, 
if you put in the resignation early, you lose 
insurance for the summer. That’s why they 
wait until the end of summer. He said he 
worked on the contract and “this problem 
should be alleviated”; 

e Heard Trustee Alison Bennett say the 
board is getting in the bad habit of not 
separating a motion from discussion. She 
said comments roll into motions instead of 
having the motions first and then discussion 
in an orderly way; 

e Heard former Savage Elementary 
School Music Teacher Jason Cooper 
comment on why teachers don’t get up to 
talk at school board meetings. He said the 
feeling of fear was prevalent and he’s not 
sure the school board understand it exists. 
He said his very first day at work at VBPS, 
he got advice from a teacher: “Leave.” He 
said it has been 6 or 7 months since he 
left and he didn’t get a chance to tell the 
reason he left. He said if you ask teachers 
why they are leaving they could tell you a 
lie because they are not comfortable telling 
the truth. He said he knew the five teachers 
at Savage and he supports them. He said 
Pam Bradley was his mentor. He said the

it’s not the whole story and he continues to 
support the five because they are awesome 
teachers. “I love my new students, but 
I miss this district so much,” he said. He 
urged the board to find out the real reasons 
these teachers are going by talking to 
them; 

e Heard Financial Director Shareen 
Barker give a report on three years of 
legal fees that total $480,929. She gave 
figures for the last five years, with 2012- 
13 being some $77,000 and 2015-16 being 
$283,123. There were so many figures in 
her oral report that the board asked her to 
email the figures to them to study; 

e Heard Madyun say they have delayed 
naming the new assistant principal at the 
high school. There were 180 applicants, 
which was whittled down to 15. Five of the 
applicants are internal; 

e Heard School Supt. Pete Kudlak report 
that building relationships with employees 
will help with some of the grievances 
and by handling negotiations themselves 
they will reduce lawyers’ fees. Also, he is 
gathering information on a suggestion to 
put advertisements on the athletic fields. 
Also, he discussed the 18-mill, 8-year non- 
homestead millage on the Nov. 8 ballot, 
along with the Wayne RESA 2 mills for 6 
years that would bring $1.8 million to Van 
Buren Public Schools if the whole county 
approved it. He said he would like to have 
a public forum to discuss the proposals. 
Also, he said the budget is based on losing 
300 more students this fall and as of the end 
of the first week there are only 220 fewer 
students, which is a good sign; and 

e Heard Mikulski report $22,000 worth 
of school supplies will be split between 
the VBPS and Plymouth Canton following 
the Salvation Army drive. Frazier said 
the Salvation Army will donate 2,000 
calculators to the VBPS. She said the 
standardized tests call for students to use 
calculators and this is a way to have the 
students become familiar with them.

MDOT hosting open house on proposed changes at US-12/Wiard 


An open house-style meeting will be held 
from 4 to 7 p.m. on Wednesday, Sept. 21, 
to gather public input about the proposed 
changes to US-12 (Michigan Avenue) 
between Dorset Avenue and Ecorse Road, 
and on Wiard Road between Tyler Road 
and US-12 in Washtenaw and Wayne 
counties. 

The meeting is being put on by the 
Michigan Department of Transportation 
(MDOT) staff, Washtenaw County Road 
Commission (WCRC) staff,and consultants 
for residents and interested stakeholders. 

It will be held at New Covenant Missionary 
Baptist Church, 2345 Tyler Road, Ypsilanti 
Township. 

MDOT and the WCRC are proposing 
to shift traffic on US-12 and Wiard Road 
from a one-way boulevard to a two-way 
configuration. The change would allow the 
proposed American Center for Mobility 
(ACM) to use the freed-up right-of-way for 
a highway loop for testing connected and 
automated vehicles. 

On US-12, all traffic would shift to the 
eastbound lanes that would carry two- 
way traffic near the former Willow Run 
Assembly Plant. On Wiard Road, all 
traffic would shift to the southbound lanes

Revocable Living Trust 


The Revocable Living Trust is also known as the 
Revocable Grantor Trust. 


“Grantor” or “settlor” means the person who 
creates and funds the trust. Funding the trust 
means transferring the title of assets, such as a 
house or car, to the trust. “Trustee” refers to the 
person in charge of managing the trust according 
to its provisions. 


The key feature of a revocable grantor trust is 
that during the settlor’s lifetime, the trust may be 
changed or revoked. After the settlor passes, the 
trust becomes irrevocable. Major advantages of a 
grantor trust include the ease with which the trust 
may be altered and the ability to avoid probate and 
its costs. Trusts help to avoid probate if a settlor 
is unable to manage financial affairs. Instead of 
a formal public hearing, a trust can allow for a 
private determination of the settlor’s capacity and 
provide guidelines for the management of the trust 
assets. 


The major drawbacks of a grantor trust include: 
expense, complexity, and possible issues with 
qualification for Medicaid. Generally, a trust is 
more expensive and complex than a Will. While 
a simple Will can be six or seven pages, a simple 
trust can be 20-30 pages. Also, if it becomes nec- 
essary for a loved one to require extended medical 
services, Medicaid qualification may be compli- 
cated if the primary residence has been placed into 
a grantor trust. Another disadvantage is that, upon 
the grantor’s death, the trust becomes irrevocable 
and a new taxable entity, which means more work 
for the trustee.

Phil Miller asks council 
to close Main Street for 
Halloween trick or treat

Should Main Street be closed for the 
annual trick or treat event downtown 
where costumed children go door to door 
to businesses? 

It’s an annual question and the annual 
answer by the Belleville City Council is to 
keep the street open. 

At the Sept. 6 meeting of the city council, 
Phil Miller asked the council to close Main 
Street for Halloween downtown trick or 
treat this year. 

He said last year he gathered 300 
signatures asking that the street be closed 
for the safety of the children. He said 
Main Street is closed on Mondays all 
summer from May to September and the 
council can’t close if for one night for the 
children. 

He said they could have a trunk or treat 
event in one part of the closed street and a 
block party on the other end. 

“I spend $500-$600 for candy and run out 
before the event is over,” Miller said. The 
new layout would give businesses a break. 
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He said if the council doesn’t close the 
street, “TIl start stuffing this meeting.” 

Mayor Conley said this is discussed each 
year and after discussion they agree to keep 
it the same. 

Police Chief Hal Berriman said this is 
almost a tradition. They lower the speed 
limit and, “We’ve never had an incident 
where a child has been hurt ... Kids rotate 
up and down the street pretty fast ...In my 
opinion, if it’s working good, why try to 
fix it? It’s generally gone good ... There’s 
an overflow of costumes and family 
participation.” 

Fire Chief Brian Loranger said, “I’ve 
always been in favor of closing the street, 
but if we don’t get it right, it will be 
chaotic.” 

There was talk of closing Main Street 
from the bridge to Five Points, but Chief 
Loranger said from Third to Fifth streets 
would be better. 

Miller said the businesses on Fourth 
Street could sponsor a block party and kids 
could have events between the library and 
museum. 

Mayor Conley said the whole month of 
October has exploded with events. 

Planning Commission chairman Steve 
Jones said he is concerned about the excess 
traffic with the street closed and getting 
the kids safely across High Street. “It’s 
challenging to stop traffic,” Jones said. 

Chief Loranger said when Liberty Street 
is tied up both ways he can’t get his fire 
truck out of the station. 

Councilman Tom Fielder said the way it’s 
been is that the children are going to store 
fronts, using the sidewalks, and there’s 
never been a problem. 

“You have new ideas,’ Councilman 
Fielder said to Miller. “This needs to be 
developed through Booville and eventually 
come to council for approval.” 

Miller said he’s hearing from the 
community. 

“Tve seen DUI arrests during trick or 
treating — and speeding,” Miller said “I had 
300 people sign without flinching.” 

Closing Main Street creates a traffic 
issue, Fielder said. “We’ve never had an 
incident...We’ve never gone all the way to 
the library. 

“Would you be willing to chair a 
committee to look into new ideas for 
Halloween?” asked Mayor Pro Tem Jack 
Loria and Miller said he would. 

The businesses outside of the closed 
“zone” could bring their treats into the 
zone, Councilwoman Kim Tindall noted. 

“Last year, I found you had to go to the 
Booville committee to participate,” said 
Jeff Vernon of the Sugar Plum Candy Shop 
on South Street. “A road closure for me 
does nothing. I don’t want to move my 
goodies down to Fourth Street.”

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health for granted as it is to judge others in 
their times of struggle. 

I guess all this background leads up to the 
word perspective. We all have developed 
our “lenses” through which we view life. 
Our backgrounds and experiences create 
our various lenses that we use. Without 
these lenses, we would struggle in the 
daily situations that life presents us. They 
are critical. 

Unfortunately, we often lose sight that 
these lenses are not real. They are just what 
our experiences have created over time. 
Other people, with other experiences, have 
developed completely different lenses. 
This is a gift. It is fascinating to me to see 
how various people have totally different 
perspectives on the same situation. Too 
often, we see our perspective as “right” 
and others as “wrong.” This is so limiting 
and even harmful to reaching new heights 
or solving difficult problems. 

Van Buren Public Schools is full of 
various lenses from people with very 
diverse backgrounds. Students here 
have the opportunity to develop their 
own perspective using the wide array of 
experiences of those around them. The 
possibilities are endless. I am excited to be 
a part of this and to continue to foster those 
interactions among the community.
